A warning that many important Georgia highways and 
bridges are taking a terrific pounding from overloaded trucks 


due to a relaxation of prewar 


load restrictions was sounded

Hoodlum Gang 
Hunted in 2d 
Fatal Slugeing 


Two brutal bludgeon deaths 
within the last five days in the 
same section have spurred detec- 
tives in their efforts to track 
down what they believe is a vi- 
cious gang of hoodlums operating 
in what is known as -the Form- 
walt section, described as one of 
the “toughest beats on the police 


patrol.” 

The second death, apparently a 
cold-blooded slaying, was put on 
police files yesterday morning 
when a city fireman, Ernest 
Baker, discovered the body of a 
70-year-old man, identified as 
Morris Schumach, of 428 Pryor 
street, S. W., on the sidewalk at 
Pryor street and Memorial drive. 
Head wounds indicated that the 
man had been beaten to death. 

Five days ago police were 
called to investigate the myste- 
rious death of William Preston 
Garner, 41, of 733 Pulliam street, 
S. W., who, battered: and un- 
conscious, was found in front of 
524 Capitol avenue, and died a 
few hours later in Grady hospital. 
It is believed by police that Gar- 
ner was beaten, robbed and left 
to die by a gang of robbers. The 
case is still unsolved. 

Robbery also was indicated in 
the Schumach killing. Relatives 
told Detectives J. E. Helms ‘and 
W. M. Holland, investigating both 
cases, that Schumach customarily 
carried $40 to $50 and a yellow 
gold pocketwatch. No valuables 
were found on his person, the of:- 
ficers reported. One trouser 
pocket, they said, was turned in- 
side out. 

The death of Schumach recalled 
to police a report in 1938 that 
the man was swindled of $5,000 
by three men, one of them a fel- 
low boarder. The trio, the detec- 
tives said, offered Schumach a 
business partnership if he could 
show available funds. They said 
Schumach withdrew $5,000 from 
a bank and that the men took it 
and disappeared. 

Schumach’s body was removed 
to the mortuary of Sam R. Green- 
berg, pending an inquest and fu- 
neral services.

of “‘Dornier-217 and other German 
long-range bombers that have been 
harassing Allied shipping in the 
Mediterranean. Many grounded 
bombers were left. flaming at the 
two enemy bases and a tremen-

ican bomb found afi ammunition 
dump. 

Another force of Mitchell me- 
dium bombers whipped eastward 
from their Italian bases to-blast the 
Elevsis airfield near Athens in 
futile support of Allied ground 
troops defending Leros Island in 
the Aegean sea. Ten fires were 
started at Elevsis, but the fight 
for Leros already was in its last 
hours and its loss was announced 
in Cairo today. 

Italian Drive Slows. 

While the Allies’ Mediterranean 
air activity fanned out on an ever 
broadening front, ground opera- 
tions in Italy were cursed by dis- 
mal weather, hampering the move- 
ments of men and supplies. For a 
week Allied gains had been meas- 
ured by yards instead of by miles, 
and resumption of major fighting 
did not appear imminent. 

The German radio asserted that 
American troops “are exhausted 
by repeated attacks” on the Ital- 
ian front and “seem urgently to 
need a short interval of rest.” 

The two Marseille airdromes 
torn up yesterday have become 
increasingly important to the 
Nazis since they lost their fields 
on Sardinia and southern Italy, 
from Which they once dominated 
the central Mediterranean. The 
last previous raid on the Mar- 
seille area was in mid-August, 
when 94 enemy bombers were de- 
stroyed. 

In yesterday’s assault the For- 
tresses hit Istres le Tube shortly 
after noon, and 15 minutes later 
the Marauders and their Light- 
ning fighter escort swept over the 
nearby field at Salon. The For- 
tresses, Officially described as a 
“considerable force,” deluged 
Istres le Tube with bombs, and 
their machine-gunners shot down 
12 out of 25 to 30 Nazi fighters. 

The Marauders showered ex- 
plosives on Salon, hitting ground- 
ed aircraft and destroying one 
enemy fighter in combat. Pilots 
said the force of one explosion 
indicated an ammunition dump 
had gone up. Three Allied planes 
were missing from the day’s air 
forays.

phoons hit Nazi-held channel ports 


today, following up the United 
States heavy bomber attack yes- 
terday which probably knocked 
out the highly important Molybde- 
num plant at Knaben in southern 
Norway, and a night action against 
continental targets was indicated.

Taxing Whisky 
Out Into Open 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(#)— 
Twin moves to drive liquor out of 
warehouses and the “gangster ele- 
ment” out of the whisky business 
developed here today. 

On top of senate approval of a 
$10,000 fund for a committee in- 
vestigation of the business, the 
Office of Price Administration 


said a growing “gangster element” 
is complicating the liquor price 
and supply problem, and Chair- 
man George, Democrat, Georgia, 
of the Senate Finance Committee, 
announced that his group will con- 
sider a plan to impose excise 
levies on liquor held in bonded 
warehouses more than four years. 

Senator Van Nuys, Democrat, 
Indiana, chairman of a Judiciary 
Subcommittee named to investi- 
gate the liquor situation, has as- 
serted that big distilling interests 
are creating a scarcity by holding 
good liquor off the market. He 
said taxes are evaded thereby and 
consumers are compelled to resort 
to black markets. 

George did not relate his tax 
announcement to the current re- 
ports of hoarded whisky, but im- 
position of the tax would have 
the effect of driving at least some 
liquor out for consumption. At 
present liquor may be held in a 
bonded warehouse for eight years 
before’ the federal tax of $8 a 
gallon ‘applies. 

Van Nuys said part of the short- 
age resulted from holding liquor 
in bonded storage in the hope of 
higher prices. The tax would

Berlis Admits 


Soviet Retreat 
Lacks Stature 


LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 18.— 
(P)—A mounting German counter- 
attack with a field force reported 
to total 150,000 men sent the Red 
army into reverse yesterday in the 
Zhitomir-Korostyshev region of 
the northern Ukraine—a small 
sector of the vast eastern front— 
in the first admitted Soviet set- 
back since the Russian offensive 
began four months ago. 

However, in the Dnieper bend 
Soviet troops killed 2,000 Ger- 
mans and seized several towns 
and in the Korosten rail junction 
area 60 more towns and hamlets 
were captured. Advances were 
also made in the Gomel-Rechitsa 
area and a new Soviet drive was 
reported under way near Orsha. 

The unusual announcement of 
the Soviet retreat came in the 
Moscow communique, recorded 
from a broadcast by the Sovie*t 
monitor, and in the later midnight 
supplement. 

The Germans concentrated 
large forces of tanks and infantry 
on a narrow sector of the front, 
the communique said, and the 
Russians, after killing 1,500 Ger- 
mans and destroying 80 tanks and 
troop carriers, the Russians “un- 
der pressure of the numerically 
superior enemy forces abandoned 
a few populated places and en- 
trenched themselves in new posi- 


tions.” 
“Defensive” Attack. 

The German counterattack was 
seen in London as purely a defen- 
sive move and the Berlin radio 
itself, while talking of “growing 
German counterpressure.” said 
the Russians were forced to carry 
out “a certain backward move 
ment which at the moment is not 
very considerable.” 

The Nazi push was directed at 
the underside of the Red army’ 


on the Zhitomir-Kiev highway. 
One Berlin report said the high- 
way had been reached by a Ger- 
man spearhead and a Reuters 
Moscow dispatch said Field Mar- 
shal General Fritz von Mannstein 
had thrown 150,000 men and hun- 
dreds of. tanks into the counter- 
blow. , 
The German attack appeared to 
have a two-fold purpose. One 
was to keep the Russians from 
closing the German escape route 
from the Dnieper bend area in 
the south. The other was possibly 


a Nazi attempt to cover prepara- 
tion of defenses behind the Bug 
river for the next stand. The Bug 
river is about 50 miles southwest 
of Zhitomir at Khmelnik.

Pork Points Slashed 
To Reduce Surplus 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(AP)—With hogs moving to 
markets in heavy numbers, the government tonight slashed 
ration point costs of all pork products by two points. 


At the same time, to keép farm- 
ers’ returns on hogs from being 
driven too low, it extended price 
supports to all hog markets.

The reduction in ration point 
costs of pork, described by Price 
Administrator Chester Bowles as 
temporary, is effective at 12:01 
a. m. eastern time Friday,® No- 
vember 19. 

Bowles noted that the cut will 
make some pork items point free. 

The higher-valued cuts will be 
reduced at least 20 per cent, or 
from 10 points to 8 points per 
pound. 

OPA emphasized that the re- 
duction will be for a limited pe- 
riod only, and applies only to pork 
and 100 per cent pork sausage. 
It does not change the present 
point value of lard, those sausages 
not made exclusively from pork 
or any other products rationed un- 
der the meat-fats order. 

Canned meats, even though 
they are made from‘ pork, remain 
unchanged. 

Effective immediately, the sup- 
port price at other markets will 
be that now in effect at Chicago— 
$13.75 for good and choice 200 to 
270-pound hogs—adjusted by the 
normal differential with Chicago 
prices. 

Beginning November 29, the 
support price at each market other 
than Chicago will be $1 per 100 
pounds below the OPA’s price ceil- 
ing at that market. The Chicago 
support price will remain  un- 
changed. 

WFA said the announced prices 
will remain effective until . War 


Food Administrator Marvin Jones 
determines the need for a more 
flexible support price at markets 
outside of Chicago. 


Slaughter Restrictions 
Lifted for Ninety Days 


Restrictions covering farm 
slaughter of hogs have been sus- 
pended for 90 days and will prob- 
ably result in the largest volume 
of farm slaughter in the south, 
according to James H. Palmer, re- 
gional director of the Food Dis 
tribution Administration. 

Besides the record spring pig 
crop, the number of hogs on farms 
at the beginning of the year was 
larger than at the beginning of 
1942 in each state in the south- 
east, with a total of more. than 
11,000,000 head. 

Producers will be permitted 
during the next three months to 
kill for their own use or for sale 
or transfer to others all the hogs 
they are able to handle, without 
license or permit. The previous 
400-pound limitation per producer 
has been lifted also, Palmer said. 

However, he added, this action 
applies only to hogs and not to 
other livestock, slaughter of which 
must meet with OPA regulations.

British Press Crities 


CAIRO, Nov. 17.—(AP)—The tiny but strategic island of 
Leros has been captured by the Germans in five days of 
heavy fighting despite a “most determined resistance” put 
up by its British and Italian defenders, the British Middle 
East command announced today. 


The Allied forces were unable 
to beat off the Nazis, who sub- 
jected the islands’ 28 square miles 
to a terrific pounding from the 
sir, meanwhile continuing to land 
reinforcements by boat and by 
parachute. The battle, which be.- 
gan with a German landing Fri- 
day, ended last night. 

The Germans’ tactics were simi- 
lar to those used in their capture 
of Crete in a major victory in this 
area 2% years ago, and they won 
for Hitler the second Dodecanese 
island in three weeks. The British 
announced on October 26 the evac- 
uation of neighboring Cos, 20 miles 
south of Leros, under similar Ger- 
man assault. 
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Adolf Hitler used the Leros vic- 
tory as occasion for a special com- 
munique from his headquarters 
asserting Leros was taken from 
defenders “superior in numbers 
and armament” and claiming that 
a total of 8,550 prisoners had sur- 
rendered—3,200 British troops and 
5,350 Italian. 

British Press Critical. 

Loss of Leros to the Germans 
brought sharp questioning in Lon- 
don of Britain’s entire eastern 
Mediterranean tactics. Some sec- 
tions of the British press were 
openly critical, and there wis talk 
of replacing the British Middle 
East commander, General Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, but this 
suggestion found no support in of- 
ficial quarters, which showed no 


great alarm at the turn of events) 


in the Aegean. 

The Germans erected a power- 
ful air cover over Leros, a rocky 
island about eight miles long and 
three. miles wide, formerly used 
by the Italians as a naval base and 
situated strategically off the coast 
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of Turkey and at the front door 
to the Balkans. 

Under this cover they moved in 
with a picked battle team of vet- 
erans, some’‘from among the con- 
querors of Cos and others from 
Nazi forces on near-by Rhodes and 
in the Balkans. For most of the 
five days the Germans were able 
to bomb at will, and then yester- 
day they stepped up the pace of 
the aerial attack to a terrific 
tempo. - 

Much Air Power. 

“Throughout yesterday,” said to- 
day’s British Middle East commu- 
nique, “the enemy continued the 
overwhelming air bombardment of 
Leros. After very severe fighting 
and in spite of a most determined 
resistance in the face of fresh en- 
emy reinforcements,” organized re- 
sistance ceased in the evening.” 

The Allies were unable to match 
the German air power, based on 
the island of Rhodes only 80 miles 
away, and on land were handicap- 
ped by the rough terrain and scar- 
city of communication lines.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—(AP)—President Roosevelt said 
tonight that the great advances made during the past year 
in the war’s progress could be “measured by the fact that 
now the important events of the war—and in the building of 
the peace—are being impelled by us of the United Nations 


and not by our enemies.’ 

“We must not lose this advan- 
tage—the supreme advantage of 
the initiative,” he said in a mes- 
sage to the New York Herald 
Tribune forum on current prob- 
lems. “We must never lose it in 
this war. And in the years—and 
perhaps the centuries of peace— 
that are to follow this war, the 
forces of civilization and common 
decency, the overwhelming major- 
ity of the human race, must al- 
ways maintain the initiative. 

“In the historic conference at 
Moscow, we have made several 
long steps forward. Weare mak- 
ing substantial advances in an- 
other field, in the conferences now 
being held by the United Nations’ 
Relief and Rehabilitation Adrhinis- 
tration.” 

In the message, read by Mrs. 
Ogden Reid, vice president of the 
Herald Tribune, at the closing ses- 
sion of the forum at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel, and broadcast na- 
tionally, the President expre 
regret that he was unable to Tin 
personally in the forum. 

Wallace Issues Warning. 

A new peacetime world in 
which American initiative and 
dollars will furnish millions © of 
jobs in far corners of the earth 
was envisioned by Vice President 
Wallace, who warned against al- 
lowing private interests to “high 
pressure congress into higher tar- 
iffs” after the war. 

Addressing the forum, the vice 
president declared that in the post- 
war decade government co-opera- 
tion will be an “indispensable fac- 
tor” in obtaining the full indus- 
trial production that will cure 
“most of our social and political 
evils.” - 

Asserting that “private enter- 
prise was made/ffor man, not man 
for private enterprise,” Wallace 
called for governmental planning 
which will “recognize the simple 
realities of international trade.” 

Willkie on Moscow Pact. 

Wendell L. Willkie urged that 
the Moscow accord reached by the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and China be made “the em- 
byro of a general and vital inter- 
national understanding” by _ en- 
larging participation to include all 
the United Nations, and eventual- 
ly all nations.

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The Sons of the Covenant 

One of the potent factors for good in 
American life, B’nai B'rith, oldest and largest 
national Jewish service organization, is this 
year marking the centennial of its founding. 
Marking that centennial by a celebration that 
finds expression in service for the nation in 
these days of war, but a celebration in full 
consistence with the ideals and purposes of 
the organization. 

It was on October 13, 1843, that twelve 
young Jews, recent newcomers to America, met 
in a coffee shop in New York city and, in their 
own words, “made a covenant with the land in 
which they had found a sanctuary from the 
tyrannies of the old world.” The name of 
the organization is from the Hebrew words, 
“benai berith,” meaning “the sons of the cove- 
nant.” 

Under that covenant these founders of 
B'nai B'rith pledged themselves and their heirs 
to serve the best interests of America, of 
humanity and of the Jewish people. How faith- 
fully that pledge has been kept is best evi- 
denced by the national service the organization 
they created is giving today. 

Today, with America at war, more than 
17,500 members of B’nai B'rith and its youth 
affiliates are in the armed forces. One hundred 
and one have died in the service or are missing 
in action. Seventeen are prisoners of war and 
67 have been decorated for bravery. 

More than 38,000 B’nai B'rith members have 
given blood to the Red Cross; nearly 50,000 are 
actively engaged in civilian defense services; 
B'nai B'rith groups have sold over $150,000,000 
in War Bonds; 18,000 B’nai B’rith women and 
girls are working in Red Cross production units 
and have turned out 3,750,000 surgical dressings 
and knitted and sewn garments. These are 
but a few items of service performed. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of gift packages and mil- 
lions of packages of cigarettes have been sent, 
to our men overséas; recreational facilities 
have been equipped and furnished for the 
forces on land and for the ships of the Navy 
at sea; more than a million servicemen have 
been guests at B’nai B'rith functions. And so 
the story could go on, almost indefinitely. 

The centennial of B’nai B'rith is a landmark 
in Jewish history in the United States and in 
the world. And, as it enters the second century 
of service, B’nai B’rith rededicates itself to the 
service of the best interests of America, of 
humanity and of the Jewish people. 


Latin-American War Aids 

From a psychological standpoint people of 
the United States were delighted as one nation 
after another of the Latin American group 
swung into line with the Allied Nations, but 
the average citizen is unaware that to the 
national authorities in charge of conduct of 
the war it meant practical aid in a period of 
dire need. 

Before the war the United States received 
many of its strategic war materials from the 
Far Eastern territory now occupied by the 
Japanese—Manila hemp (abaca) from Java 
and the Philippines; quinine from Java and 
Ceylon; natural rubber and rotenone (polson- 
ous crystalline) insecticides from Malaya and 
the Netherlands Indies; tung oil, castor oil, 
teakwood and essential oils from other Far 
Eastern tropical sources. 

Today Central America is raising prodigious 
quantities of some of these crops, is planting 
considerable acreage in others and is achieving 
‘great progress with the rest. Today much of 


the rope on the ships of the Navy and Mer- 


chant Marine is of Middle American abaca 
fiber. Practically all of the rotenone insecticide 
supply now comes from the American tropics. 
New plantings of the quinine-bearing cinchona 
tree are being started in Costa Rica to augment 
Guatemala’s substantial yield. The most potent 
remedy for malaria known, quinine, is an im- 
portant part of the battle equipment of the 
United Nations fighting in tropical lands, 
Castor oil is considerably more important 
now as a war material. It serves vital needs 
for the air forces—as a lubricant for high 
altitude flying, as an hydraulic fluid in re- 
tractable landing gear, and as an ingredient 
in the quick-drying paints used on modern 
aircraft. Production of the castor beans has 
increased in the Central American republics of 
Haiti, Nicarauga, Mexico, El] Salvador and 
Cuba. The same story is true of the essential] 
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olls—citronella, lemon grass oil, vetivera, and 
others—all important ingredients in many of 
the pharmaceutical products used by the 
armed forces, now coming from the American 


tropics.

The French in Lebanon 

At this distance it appears those perplex- 
ing characters, French officials, have pulled 
another boner, this time in Lebanon. The 
arrest, by French authorities, of the Lebanese 
cabinet and president, and the dismissal of 
the newly elected parliament of the little 
country in the Near East, has resulted in out- 
breaks of violence. The great) danger is that 
this turbulence may spread into adjoining 
countries. 

The British have, in that part of the world, 
served the Allied cause magnificently by keep- 
ing the vast Arab population quiet and friendly 
to our side in the war. But the entire Near 
Eastern area is always in tinder-box condi- 
tion and it never takes| much to start local 
fighting there between the populations of dif- 
ferent races and religions. 

The actions of the French, ever since the 
capitulation of France proper, have been ir- 
ritating and silly. They seem to have con- 
tinued ruthless political rivalry, regardless of 
their own or any others’ danger, into every 
corner of the world where their influence can 
reach. 

If the British step in to halt disorders in 
Lebanon they will do so only because it is im- 
portant that minor fights be quelled, for the 
sake of the great struggle. 

It is believed that the Fighting French 
forces under General Giraud are aiding the 
Allied cause effectively. Otherwise, however, 
French activities appear to be based upon no 
logical foundation, unless they are, indeed, 
designed to make the Allied task as difficult 


as possible.

Jobs for Veterans

It was abandoned long years ago, however, and since then 
various efforts have been made to have the practice restored, but 
thus far without success. 

_ Because of the greater complexities of government and the more 
vital need for teamwork during war, sponsors of the plan think 
this is an appropriate time to press for action. Not only is team- 
work between the two branches of government extremely essential 
now, but it will continue to be so in a like degree after the war 


when problems of readjustment arise the world over, it is pointed 


out. 


BOTH PARTIES AGREE Democrats and Republicans alike 

agree that if we had had a system 
of the kind in operation heretofore, many of the grievances and 
mistakes of the war program might have been avoided. 

Particularly is this true, for example, in the case of OPA, which 
has been severely criticized for adopting certain policies which 
congress opposed. An opportunity for officials of the agency to be 
questioned on the floors of congress might have eliminated: much 


of the furore. 
“QUESTION PERIODS” Representative Kefauver has a very 

simple plan to meet the situation. 
He would amend the house rules to provide for a “question period” 
at least once every two weeks and not more often than once a week, 
during which cabinet officers and other government officials would 
be invited to submit to examination by house members on current 
policies. The periods would last for two hours, or less. 

One half of the time would be given over to answering written 
questions submitted in advance, and the other half to questions 
asked on the floor.

This is not dealing with parties 
and divisions in the Axis countries 
before the Nazis and Fascists took 
over iron control, It is countries 
which we are accustomed to think 
of as normally free nations but 
now the oppressed and pitiful vic- 
tims of Axis conquest and Axis 
lust. 

Many of the victim nations are, 
to be sure, fit objects for all the 
pity we can extend. In all such 
nations probably a majority of the 
people are tragic sufferers and, at 
the same time, steadfast patriots. 


But that in some of these coun- 
tries the cause of a particular fac- 
tion holds first place in loyalty of 
its followers is too tragically evi- 
dent. 

The oustanding examples, at the 
moment, of this tragic internal ri- 
valry are France and Yugoslavia. 


The Case of 


The French. 

Take the case of the French. 
We know, now, that it was the po- 
litical and unscrupulous rivalries 
in prewar France that made that 
formerly strong nation a weak 
pushover for the Nazi panzers. 
Too many Frenchmen, in those 
days, were willing to sacrifice 
their country rather than forego 
their personal ambitions and self- 
ishnesses, 

And today, as the day of salva- 
tion for the French people draws 
nearer, one of the most trouble- 
some problems of the Allied gov- 
ernments is the constant breaking 
out of petty clashes between va- 
rious factions of Frenchmen who 
should be united in fighting for 
their country’s freedom. 

Witness all the trouble that de- 
veloped over rivalries between De 
Gaulle and the North African 
French authorities after we had 


swept the enemy out of their 
lands. Witness the manner in 
which the French in Syria and in 
Martinique faqught their real 
friends, the British. Witness the 
more recent trouble in Lebanon 
caused by the bullheaded stupid- 
ity of local French officialdom. 


And, in the Balkans, it is said 
the forces under General Mikhail- 
ovik fight as bitterly against their 
rival patriots, the “partisans” of 
General Josip Broz, as they do 
against the Germans. 


As pointed out in his “Fair 
Enough” column today by West- 
brook Peglér, it is just about im- 
possible for Americans to under- 
stand the maze of rivalries and 
i interests which - distin- 
guish European diplomacy and 
politics. It is too complicated. And 
even when a supposedly informed 
source tries to explain some single 
face of the many-sided puzzle, you 
are never sure if the explainer is 
not primarily a propagandist for 
his own little, favorite bunch. 

It has been ever thus in the 
Machievellian thing called Euro- 
pean politics. A. free-for-all with

Why Europe 
Must Be Policed. 


That is why Europe, after the 
war, must be effectively, rigidly 
policed by some force having 
world authority, if it is not to 
break out again in fights that too 
easily spread until the world is 
engulfed. 

It does seem as though the four 
great powers of the Allied Nations 
are best suited to unite and main- 
tain postwar peace, by force, if 
necessary, 

Both America and Britain are 
outside the turmoil of Europe. 
Britain, of course, is affected by it 
by reason of her geographic prox- 
imity, and therefore Britain, for 
her own safety, has to keep a con- 
stant eye on the shifting European 
scene. But Britain, when. it comes 
to her. own interests, to her own 
safety, is always a united country. 

Russia has quite definitely 
shown she is not interested in con- 
quest for conquest’s sake. All she 
wants is protection from aggres- 
sors, to be left alone to develop 
her own practically limitless re- 
sources. 

And we know the United States 
seeks no aggrandizement or con- 
quest at the expense of others. 

The entire history of the Chi- 
nese people shows them to e a 
peaceful race, untainted by lust 
to trample on the rights of others. 

What better combination could 
there be for the keeping of world 
peace than these four? 

But all four must realize that 
world conflagrations start from 
little, local fires of hatred and 
lust for power.

Thus, 
too, early in the war, Americans 
believed without question in Gen- 
eral Mikhailovich and the_ ex- 
ploits of his Chetniks who pres- 
ently were opposed by a Com- 


munist guerilla army subsidized | 


by Soviet Russia. 

Our people simply do not have 
the training and understanding to 
enable us to make wise decisions 
in such unexpected turns and the 
effect is sure to be impatience 
and resentment because these 
strangers, so far away and so hor- 
ribly persecuted by the aggressor, 
nevertheless insist on establish- 
ing fine terms upon which they 
will consent to be rescued from 
their disasters by American fight- 
ing men. The rivals all have their 
propagandists and committees to 
confuse us with claims and 
charges of the darkest perfidy 
and those honest American re- 
porters and commentators who 
really are qualified to offer opin- 
ions try to compromise the con- 
flicts instead of facing the fact 
that, some time, one faction must 
be recognized as anti-American 
and the other as our ally. 

If our government throws in 
with Russia as we seem obliged 
and inclined to, then we must be 
the friends of those elements 
which favor the Communists in 
Europe. This will be ironic, but 
what other solution is there, ex- 
cept to oppose our strongest mili- 
tary ally in the political field or 
pick up as much of our property 
as we can save out of the mess 
and go back home? 


The hopelessness 
of our confusion 


Similar 
At Home <2" be appreciated 
if we realize how 


poorly and gropingly we under- 
stand similar but much smaller 
complications at home. In Chi- 
cago, the citizens have only the 
most superficial understanding of 
the alliance and connections 
among the local. machine politi- 
cians. There, as in Jersey City, 
the bosses of organizations which 
are notoriously corrupt are never- 
theless the local political retain- 
ers and protegees of a national 
organization which has always 
professed to be the friend of the 
common man and the enemy of 
the exploiter. Similarly, in labor 
organizations, men who are 
known to their colleagues and to 
their subjects and the whole pub- 
lic as well, as rascals of the dirti- 
est type, nevertheless are upheld 
by others who enjoy national 
prestige as true friends of the 
toiler. And the labor organiza- 
tions generally support the presi- 
dent in politics although, in detail, 
they have often accused his -gov- 
ernment of discriminating against 
them, 

Very few of us understand pro- 
portional representation and yet 
this system recently gave the 
Communists almost 25 per cent 
of the New York city council, a 
proportion vastly greater than 
their voting strength. Two avow- 
ed Communists, one fellow-travel- 
er and one sympathizer, were 
elected by a method which the 
people had regarded as a reform 
and still we think we can sim- 
plify France, whose many parties 
did not even wear appropriate 
names, some of whose politicians 
were mercenary traitors, and 
whose Communists like ours dur- 
ing the same period but much 
more effectively, betrayed their 
country to the Germans because 
Germany and Russia were allies.

“It is not because Tech may beat us by a 
score something like the score Tech ran up 
against Cumberland College some years ago,’ 
which was, as I recall,” wrote the alumnus, 
“something like 220 to nothing, That would hurt 
me but I could take that. 

“T seriously suggest that the game be called 
off because I do not think it right that the 
University should allow a lot of freshmen 
players, 16 and 17 years of age, to play a vet- 
eran collection of football players from a num- 
ber of southern colleges playing at Georgia 
‘Tech. 

“IT would suggest the same thing if they 

were all Tech players because they are men,

“The fact remains they are mature, veteran players of consid- 
erable experience and against them the University of Georgia is 
sending freshmen of 16 and 17. There is a very real danger that 
one or more may be seriously injured in such a game. I do not 
think you or the University ought to take that responsibility” con- 
cluded the alumnus. 

Wallace Butts took up the story. 

“I will admit,” he said, “that I have not been able to sleep well 
before two or three of our games because of this fact. I know, 
too, that Tech can beat us by about any score they desire. I am 
under no illusions. I don’t think they want to try and run up a 
score but I know they can if they wish.

Behavior Patterns Not 
Easy to Change

This is a bit of history written before it happens. If you think 
it seems pessimistic, read again the history of our country and re 
call the words of Patrick Henry: “I know of no way to judge the 
future but by the past.” 


Because we love peace, we never prepare for war. When our 


> weakness invites attack, we arm quickly regardless,of expense, and 


the cost in treasure and blood is always greater than it need have 
been. When the war is over, we again forget about danger and 
again we are caught unprepared. 

There was one period of mingled glory and shame when we had 
a great merchant fleet doing business in all the ports of the world, 
but no Navy to protect it. And for some years we actually paid 
tribute—blackmail—to a little. nation of North African pirates, to 
keep them from looting our helpless ships and killing or enslaving 
the crews. That was the blacket humiliation in our history. 

That isn’t likely to be repeated, but other things will happen as 
usual—unless we have changed more than appears on the surface. 

When this war is over, we'll have hundreds of millions invested 
in the world’s greatest merchant fleet—an absolute necessity in time 
of war—but we'll anchor it in some river to rust and fall apart, 
while other nations, with lower operating costs and subsidized 
ships, will capture the carrying business of the world, including ours. 

For a time we'll talk about punishing the Germans and holding 
them down, but their propaganda will work on our minds without 
ceasing and in a few years we'll have different ideas. We'll say 
it is unfair to punish a whole generation for the sins of a few 
wicked men, and most of the Germans are nice harmless peop!e. 
We'll even lend them billions to rebuild their country—and never 
get back a dime. And we’ll return their patents and other proper- 
ties, though we'll get no pay for the American property they stole 
or destroyed. 

We'll have the world's greatest Navy and air force, but we'l) 
scrap most of it and allow the rest to grow obsolete while other 
nations keep on inventing and improving weapons for the next war. 

Unable to realize how great our nation is, and how easily it 
could dominate the world, to the benefit of all people and the future 
safety of our own, we'll be afraid to accept the consequences of 
victory. We'll be afraid that other nations will somehow outsmart 
and use us. And rather than burden our minds with all the prob- 
lems of greatness, we'll wash our hands of the world and try to 
live apart from it. Which means we'll deliver the world and our 
own future to some nation that isn’t afraid of responsibility and 
power. 

We did these things before, and where is any evidence that 
politicians have changed?

ment—have committed ; them- 
selves to the volunteer policy. 

They're probably right about 
that. You can lead a horse to 
water but you can’t make him 
drink, says the ancient adage. You 
can force a man to check in at a 
factory at 7.a. m. but you can't 
make him work. That is, work 
efficiently. And a drafted man 
sore on the world could put over 
quite a lot of sabotage. 

Sure, the Army can make a 
soldier work. It’s that or the 
guardhouse. The boss of a con- 
centration camp can make a pris- 
oner work—with a bayonet in his 
back. But that isn’t the Amerl- 
can way. 

By the way, somebody who 
ought to know told me that a man 
in the armed services who has at- 
tained the ripe old age of 38 can 
get out—if he'll take a genuine 
defense job and work at it.

One might say war 
is a great benefactor, providing 
jobs for everybody. Which is to 
say that a plague sweeping a great 
city provides jobs for those who 
carry the dead into wagons and 
the gravediggers who bury them. 

Many stories are told of the 
demand for workers. A favorite 
is that about a girl who applied 
for a job in Washington. She 
was shown into a room containing 
a washing machine, a printing 
press and a typewriter. If she 
could tell which was the type- 
writer, in three guesses, she was 
engaged as a secretary.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(4)—Reductions in newsprint usage for 
the first quarter of 1944 ranging up to 28 per cent for larger news- 


papers, and amounting to a 23 per cent cut in total use, were recom- 
mended today by the newspaper industry advisory committee of the 


War Production Board. 


Harry M. Bitner, director of the WPB printing and publishing 
division, said the recommendations probably would be followed in 


the conservation order to be issued by the 


ivision. 


The advisory committee decision, announced after a two-day ses- 
sion,. recommended that the basic 23 per cent cut be distributed on a 
sliding scale adopted by the committee at its October 19 meeting. 

The sliding scale ranges from no reduction for very small news- 
papers to 28 per cent for the larger papers on the basis of 1941

cy’s slim enforcement staff, which 
now numbers two-thirds of an in- 
spector per county.

The dry-state senator charged that 
big distributors are putting out 
“duration brands” of whisky un- 
der new labels and reaping fancy 
prices under OPA sanction. 

The old, established brands are 
under firm ceilings at the dis- 
tillery, but this doesn’t help most 
consumers because the trickle of 
such whisky that now reaches the 
liquor store often is tucked under 
a counter for old and favored 
customers. 

The only price control over a 
new brand is OPA’s rule that it 
be priced at the level of the “most 
nearly similar” whisky for which 
a ceiling exists, By and large, 
OPA says, the dilistillers have 
found that their war-baby brands 
are “most nearly similar” to quite 
expensive brands.

Two New Bills 
In Bond Quiz 


The Fulton county grand jury 
has begun a probe into the own- 
ership of liquor stores in Atlanta 
and Fulton county to determine 
if city, state or county licenses 
were obtained illegally. 

Before beginning the examina- 
tion of half a dozen witnesses 
called in the liquor inquiry yes- 
terday, the grand jury returned 
two indictments against C. E. Gar- 
ner, a professional bondsman. One 
charged him with larceny after 
trust, on September 23, of $17 en- 
trusted to him by a prisoner. at 
police headquarters.

A farm subsidy is now proposed to prevent a rise in farm prices. 
The big farm organizations, for the most part, seem to disapprove 
of a subsidy and demand a rise .in the farm prices to cover what 


they claim are higher costs for them. 


If this should happen, the 


public would pay increased prices, not just for farm products, but 
for all the products in which farm products are used. 
For example, the price of meat would go up because the price 


of feed went up. 


If these prices went up, 


it would be natural for 


people who worked for wages to ask for higher wages because their 


money would not buy as much as it bought in the past. 


Then all 


manufactured articles in which labor is involved would go up and 
the farmer would be paying a higher price for the things he bought. 

The people who would suffer most would be the people who are 
not covered by any organization which could negofiate a change in 


wages. 


This group includes many white-collar workers, govern- 


ment employes, firemen, policemen, teachers, and people living on 
small fixed incomes derived from annuities or insurance policies. 
But the worst feature of this policy of allowing prices to be 


increased is that there is no limit once you begin.
